Political Portents. 

If Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s 
Birmingham speech means any- 
thing ‘at all, it portends a distinct 
change in the political atmosphere. 
The allegations regarding a Ma- 
chiavellian scheme for the resusci- 
tation of the’ Conservative Party 
appear to be borne out by the Minis- 
ter of Health’s admissions. Ap- 
parently he repents the thought of 
carrying it through entirely, right- 
ly regarding as a doubtful: gain 
the: prospects of the Conservitics 
returned to power under false pre- 
tences. It is just as well that'Mr. 
Neville Chambertain, as controller 
of the party machine, should make 
himself perfectly clear on tariffs 
befere Polling: Day. In quarrell- 
ing with the assertion of Mr, Phi- 
lip Snowden, he challenges 2 
breach with the Prime Minister. 
He contends thnt a National Gov- 
ernment majority would confer a 
mandate for a-general system of 
Protection, and declares that any 
other view would be  inconsiatent 
with the Prime Minister's own 
prohouncements, In what part of 
the Premier's manifesto he finds 
support for thig assertion, it is 
impossible to discover. Mr. Ram- 
say MacDonald mentioned taritTs 
once—ns onc of the measures 
which would havd to be considered 
by the new Government among 
those likely ta help in the task of 
rectifying the nation’s trade 
balance, the primary duty of the 
yovernment. Even Mr. Baldwin 
shied at the word “Protection.” 
The official Conservative leader 
suggested that the best means of 
meeting the crisis was a “tariff 
carefully designed and adjuated to 
meet the present situntion.” That 
is a vastly different matter. In no 
pronouncement of membera -of the 
National Government hitherto has 
there been any suggestion that a 
mandate to impose a general sys- 
tem of protection was- sought.

Some of the 
very largest have a density thous- 
anda of -times less than atmos- 
pheric alr, while many have densi- 
thes like the Sun, a ttle ntore than 
water, and one at least is beloved 
to have. a density of 20,000 times 
that of platinum. 

But in spite of this the massea ' 
of stars do not vary greatly. Most 
of them are not far from the Sun 
sn mags, some are-only one tenth as 
museive, and a few have been 
found with masses 50 or 100 times 
ns great, i , 

The stars are all in motion. For 
exumple our Sun is moving with o 
velocity of 12 miles a second —re~ 
tativeiy: to the stars in ite neigh: 
bourhood. The stars all appear to 
be moving in the plane of the 
Milky Way. Our Sun and the 
stag near it take about 260 million 
yrata to make a complete revelu- 
tion and are sbuut 30,000 parsecs’ 
trom the centie.

Some of these, 
like the one in Orion, consist of gas 
in an extremely tenuous condition. 
Others, like the nebula in An- 
dromeda, consist of multitudes of 
stars—~island universes—acparaled 
from our Milky Way - group’ by 
great distances.

The 
distances of the nearer ones have 
been determined: with an accuracy 
of about 10 per cent. and it has 
been possible to conjecture tha dir- © 
tances of those further away or 
reasonable grcunds of thelr size 
and brightness. d : 

Recently’ the velocities of a nim: ° 
ber of them have been determined, 
and it is found that all are moving 
from us with immense velocitlea, 
and the more distant they are the 
fuster they are moving. The most 
distant one whose velocity has been 
determined is 50 million paraeca 
away and moving at the rote of 12,-

EVIDENCE. 


Tho cnae nyuinat the 12 Chinese, 
who are charged with the murder 
of aix Japanese at Tsang Foo 
Vilins on the night ‘of September 
26, was resumed at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon 
before Mr. Fraser. Mr. T. S. 
Whyte-Smith prosecuted. 

Mr. M. Yamashita, a clerk work- 
ing in Hidaka & Co., said. he waa 
the atep-brother of Suninjire 
Yamashita, the hend of the un- 
fortunate household. Deceased, 
waa AL years of age and his enll- 
ing was designing gardens in the 
Japanese style. [He had -been re- 
aiding at Taang Foo Villas ever 
since he arrived in the Colony 
nbout a year and eight months 
‘ago. The other members of the 
houschold were the wife, Haro 
Yamashita aged thirty (dead), 
four sons, Kikuo Yamashita aged 
ten (alive). Niyoji Yamashita 
uged nine (dead), Hiroshi Yama- 
shitn, aged six (alive) Shiro 
Yamashita aged four (dead), the 
old woman, Miyo Yamnahita aged 
73 (dead), the Japanese aman. 
Sumiko Yamaguchi aged 16 {dead) 
and a relative of the family, Mias 
Fajiko Yoshii (alive). 

On the imorning of September 
27, about 7.30 witness went te 
the Yaumati Police Station as n 
result of information,, and from 
there accompanied Inspector 
Fallon to the Kowloon Mortuary 
where he Sdentified the bodios 
of his step-brother and wife 
Later the same morning, abou 
9.30, he again accompanied — the 
Police to the Kowloon Hospital 
Morgue, where he identified — the 
bodien the old woman, the 
antah and the two sons. :

SILVER.

VIEWS OF’ SIR HUGO 
CUNLIFFE OWEN. 


London, Oct, 20, - 

The use of silver as a saviour 
of the present world situation was 
urged by Sir Hugo Cunliffe Owen, 
at n luncheon of the Islington 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Not only could it help out the 
declining supply of gold, but by 
recovering .its value could once 
more set trade In the East in 
action. ‘: 

Sir Hugo Cunliffe Owen pointed 
out that half the world, Including 
the enormously popitlated Chinese 
Republic, had silver a9 the basia of 
value. On the contrary, the 
western world had gold na a 
atundard, and the march of cventa 
due to the action of the western 
world had depreciated silver from 
its enrlier value. This had been 
done to such an extent that half 
the world, using silver, found its 
cost increasingly expensive. 

Customers “Wiped Out.” 

The effoet of this had been that 
the western world had wiped out 
half ita customers. 

Sir Hugo suggested that the 
British Empire, ‘the United States 
nnd France call a conference to 
consider whether bar silver might 
not be kept by their central banks, 
either at the market price or in 
a fixed ratio to gold, and also con- 
stitute part of their metal reserve. 
It would then be available in part 
payment of international debts, 
and would restore the price of 
allver and widen the metallic basia 
of the world.—Reuter.

The women and children re- 
Jnxined on the first floor for about 
twenty minutes before going up 
to the roof. Yamashita did not 
xo upstairs with the family but 
remained down below. At about 
9 p.m, the door .was.. broken. in, 
and it was not until then that 
Yamashite joined his family. 
Witness then saw that Yamashita 
held a sword in his right hand. 

Witness’ hid under a wooden 
settee in’ the sitting room, and 
did not remember very much more 
after that. Soon after hiding 
himself under the settee, many 
Chinese ‘entered the room, but 
he could not see whether they 
were going upstairs or down- 
stairs.- He could only sec their 
lega, but some of them were carry- 
Ing sticks and some choppers.
